tured by the Israelis. . 

Arafat’s spokesman reported that 
Kafr Chouba and Kafr Ha m a m fell 
after savage nightlong fighting. The 
two villages were used ss a 
stepping-off bases for terror attacks 
on Israel before Lebanon's civil war 
broke out in 1975.' ■ 

Residents in JJetulla and Kiryat 
Shxnona were asked to take to their 
shelters early Friday night, when 
two stray 122 shells. landed in the 

Metulla area, another shell fell 
in the vicinity of Kiryat -Shxnona. 
There were no casualties and no 
damage. 

Christian casualties in the attack 
were unofficially given last night as 
11 wounded and. killed. No 
breakdown could be received. 

The Christians were reportedly led 
by Major Sa'ad Hadad, commander

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan, originally scheduled to fly 
on to the U.S. from Brussels, made a surprise return to Israel 
instead yesterday after an unscheduled stopover in Paris that 
touched off rumours. that he had met there with Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail F&hmy or with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. 

Dayan, who met last night with Prime Minister Menahem Begin in 
Jerusalem, told, reporters on his arrival back in Israel: “I have in- 
terrupted my journey because of a certain matter connected with my 
post as Foreign Minister. But it would not be In the public interest to 
say what that matter is/* 

In Cairo the Egyptians denied the rumours, of a Dayan-Fahmy 
meeting, and said Fahmy would only be leaving there today for the 
U.S. 


Dayan is scheduled to meet with 
President Carter at the White House 
on Monday afternoon to start a new 
round of Middle Bast peace talks. A 
preparatory session with Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance is due to be held 
in the morning. 

No one at the Foreign Ministry in 
Jerusalem, from Acting Director- 
General Moshe Allon down, had been 
informed of the minister’s amended 
itinerary or impending arrival, much 
less of what he had been doing in 
Brussels and Paris during the 
weekend. 

On hla arrival at Ben-Gurion Air- 
port, Dayan told the few reporters 
who had manag wi to get wind of his 
return: “I don't think there Is public 
benefit in going into the question why 
did I stop, where I've been, and who 
did I meet or what did I do,” he said. 

Dayan said he would leave again 
today for New York, and would be on 
time for his first scheduled meeting 
in Washington at 11 a.m. tomorrow 
Washington time. (Informed sources 
said he would leave In the morning 


and so would not be taking part in 
today's weekly cabinet meeting.) 

Before speaking to the press, 
Dayan held a long telephone conver- 
sation from the airport — 
presumably with the Prime Minister. 

He then dashed to a waiting car 
and was off to Jerusalem, where he 
-arrived at the Prime Minister's of- 
ficial - residence at 9.35 p-m. and 
walked inside-, brushing aside 
questions from a throng of reporters. 

He remained closeted until 10.45 
p.m. with Begin, the Prime 
Minister's military adviser Tat Aluf 
Ephraim Poran, and Prime 
Minister's Bureau director-general 
Eliahu Ben-EUssar and refused to 
comment on the meeting. 

A statement issued Just before 
midnight by the prime minister’s 
spokesman said: ‘‘Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan, after his visit to 
Europe before his visit to Hie 
UA., came for consultations with 
Prime Minister Begin."

AD medical personnel were told to 
prepiure to "serve their struggling 
compatriots on the battlefield” and 
Ethiopians in other walks of life ask- 
ed to make maximum contributions 
— apparently of food and clothing — 
to support those involved in the 
fighting. 

Addressing the nation’s old 
soldiers, the Command said over Ad- 
dis Ababa Radio: "It has become 
necessary for you, who never 
recoiled from a sacrifice, to take up 
your weapons again and march to 
the war front.” 

It appealed to residents of the war 
zone to prepare factories and other 
strategic locations against Somali 
attack. 

“Intensified and fierce fighting is 
'going oh in the area," the Command 
said. “The people should rise up. us- 
ing all the means at their disposal, 
even sticks sod stones, to protect the 
territorial integrity, dignity and uni- 
ty of Ethiopia.” 

“Your, revolutionary motherland 
is bleeding 'all over," the Command - 
said. 

The announcements assumed an 
air of extreme urgency when the 
national radio said it would broad- 
cast special Instructions to the pop- 
ulation on an hourly basis and urged 
all Ethiopians to listen. 
Nevertheless, the ramshackle 
capital city was reportedly calm as 
buses and trucks were driven to air 
force headquarters as instructed.

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Air Force O.C. Peled 
retiring next month

Aluf RLnyamin Peled, O.C. Air 
Force, will be leaving the IDF on Oc- 
tober 29. He will be replaced by his 
deputy. Tat Aluf David Ivrl. 

Peled, who took over from Aluf 
Mordechai Hod on May 20. 1978, was 
slated to end his term in December. 

It was not clear last night why Pel- 
ed decided to retire earlier, but 
sources told 77ie Jerusalem Post 
that any attempt to "find a reason 
other than that bis term had ex- 
pired” would be both speculative 
and futile. 

Nevertheless, it is well-known that 
Peled and Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman do not see eye-to-eye on 
many subjects, and Peled has been 
criticized publicly by Weizman In the 
past for his handling of the Air Force 
in the Yom Kip pur War. . 

Peled is highly regarded by 
professionals both In Israel and 
abroad and is considered by some of 
them as the best air force ' com- 
mander. Israel has bad i Foreign on- . 
voys and aircraft manufacturers 
have expressed respect for Peled's 
grasp of intricate detail and his vast 
knowledge on subjects both integral 
and peripheral to aviation. 

He is also known, however, as a 
man of extremely strong will and fix- 
ed ideas — a characteristic which

has often brought h im into conflict 
With othfct members of -the defence 
establishment on issues of principle. 
He was one of the prime movers in 
the army's new scheme to encourage 
people to sign up for the permanent 
force.

Israeli officials In Brussels said later 
he was remaining there "on official 
business.” 

Dayan then went Instead to Paris 
— where he- spent six hours resting 
at a Champs Elysee area hotel 
without any appointments while 
waiting to catch the El A1 flight from 
Orly airport, according to senior 
Israeli officials. These officials 
declined to say how the minister 
made the 300 km. journey to the 
French capital from Brussels. 

Ambassador Mordechai Gazit told 
The Jerusalem Post : "The minister 
came here for the usual reason, not 
to catch a thief but to catch a plane. 
His visit had nothing to do with 
France or Paris. But It might have 
had something to do with flight 
security." 

Observers in Paris were studying 
the possibility that Dayan's decision 
to return to Israel rather than travel 
straight to New York could have 
been prompted by the outcome of a 
secret meeting in Paris yesterday or 
by the results of his Brussels 
programme. (In Brussels he met os- 
tensibly with Jewish leaders, his 
Belgian counterpart Henri Simon et, 
ana with Nato's supreme com- 
mander in Europe Gtm. Alexander 
Haig.) 

Israeli officials in Washington and 
New York were iTmiafiTig yesterday 
that they were in the dork regarding 
details of Dayan's 24-hour dis- 
appearance. 

One penon who probably knew 
wasn't' saying. "You’re not being 
fair,” Mbs. Rachel Dayan said 
yesterday morning. "I’m not a 
source of Information.”

There were, of course, many 
rumours. Soviet Foreign Minister 
Gromyko was said to be in Paris, 
and Dayan could have met with him 
secretly, later deciding to return to 
Israel to report directly to Prime 
Minister Begin. 

There was some speculation that 
Dayan might have been in other 
European cities in addition to 
Brussels and Belgium, meeting with 
other foreign diplomats. 

The rumours began circulating 
shortly after Mrs. Dayan arrived in 
New York from Belgium with other 
members of the Dayan party and 
was spotted by newsmen without her 
husband. Israeli Ambassador 
Slmcha DInitz and Foreign Ministry 
director-general Ephraim Evron 
were in Montreal for the bar mitzva 
of a prominent Canadian Jew's son; 
but Dayan was not in Montreal. 

In Brussels an Israel Embassy 
spokesman at first said Dayan had 
definitely completed the flight from 
Brussels to New York, and a 
Zaventem (Brussels) Airport official 
said Dayan had been In the aircraft's 
first-class bar just before takeoff. 

The aircraft had used the left arm 
of runway 25, because the right arm 
normally used for takeoffs was un- 
available. But the plane had halted 
briefly near a clump of trees, to 
make way far another plane coming 
in to land. 

In the next development in the con- 
fusing scenario, Israel Radio's 
Paris-based correspondent ran into 
Dayan outside a hotel in the city’s 
Eighth District. He later reported 
that Dayan had departed for New 
York. 

But an Israel Embassy official 
then said Dayan was flying back to 
Israel. "I Understand he came to 
Paris because he wanted to fly to 
Israel and he could not do that from 
Brussels,” the official said. "It was 
just a technical thing, a question of 
timing.” 


Moshe Sharon named 
Arab affairs adviser 


Carter denies concept 
of separate Palestine

Moshe Sharon, professor of* 
Islamic History at the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem has been 
appointed by Prime Minister Begin 
to be hla Adviser on Arab Affairs. 
The appointment will be announced 
officially after today’s Cabinet 
meeting. 

The scope of his appointment Is 
still undefined. A number of leaders 
of the government have expressed 
the intention of merging the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of Israel's 
Arab minority with that of the Arab 
populations of the territories. This 
would be in keeping with Herat's 
view of the territories as being .part 
of Israel. 

Sharon told The Jerusalem Post 
last night that he was offered the 
position by the Prime Minister on 
Thursday and had accepted on the 
spot. One of the first points to be 


clarified this week will be whether 
he will also be responsible for policy 
towards the Arab population fa the 
territories. 

Sharon is an expert on Islamic 
history and has written extensively 
on the' history of the Abbarid dynas- 
ty. In his reserve duties in the army 
he h as served as adviser on Beduin 
affairs to the Military Government 
in Judea and Samaria. 

Sharon has been identified with 
Herat for some time and is known to 
be in accord with the Prime Minister 
and some of the Herat ideologues on 
Arab affairs. 

The former adviser, who In effect 
served aa a de facto minister of 
minority affairs, was Shmuel 
Toledano. who resigned last year 
and la now a Democratic Movement 
for Change Knesset Member. In the 
interim the post has been filled by 
hla deputy, Benny Gur-Aryeh, who 
may continue fa that post under 
Sharon.

WASHINGTON. — President Carter 
has once again denied that the U.S. 
supports the concept of a separate 
Palestinian state. 

In an Interview on Friday with 
non-Washington editors, the Presi- 
dent said: "I have never called far 
an Independent Palestinian country. 
We have used the word 'entity'." 

Carter also insisted that the U.S. 
has not dealt directly with the PLO. 
‘I have never endorsed the PLO," 
he said. "Our government has had 


no communication at all directly 
with the PLO." 

In explaining the U.S. position 
toward the Palestinian question, the 
President said that the U.S. 
"preference" has been that "If there 
Is a Palestinian entity established on 
the West Bank, It ought to be 
associated with Jordan, for instance. 
I think this- was the case among 
many Israeli leaders as their 
preference fa the past.”

Fahmy plans to ask Carter 
this week to recognize PLO 


Gabriel Gidor named 
director of IAI

Post Military Correspondent 
The- Defence Ministry last night 
announced the appointment of 

Gabriel Gidor os director of the 
Israel Aircraft Industries. He will 
replace A1 Schwimmer — the 
founder of IAI — who informed 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
recently that he wffl be resigning on 
October 1. 

Gidor’ s appointment, which was 
made 1 in consultation with Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich, comes, 
after an Intensive search by Weiz- 
man for a candidate to replace 
Schwimmer. Among those ap- 
proached by the defence minister 
were former O.C. Air Force 
Mordechai Hod, the current director 
of CAL, and Elkana Caapi, the 
manager of Tadlran. 

Gidor, 48, a former air force of- 
ficer who came to Israel in 184S after 
surviving a death camp In Germany, 
is at present the executive vice- 


president of the company in charge 
of aircraft production. He was the 
main managerial moving force 
behind the Kflr project. 

Gidor has been with the IAI since 
leaving the air force in 1966, and was 
former defence minister Shimon 
Peres’ choice for the top post at the 
IAI. Peres, however, had also in- 
tended making Schwimmer director 
of the board — a recommendation 
that Weizman refused to carry out, 
leading Schwimmer to resign from 
the IAI altogether. 

No unexpected resignations are 
expected as a result of the Gidor ap- 
pointment. Apart from Schwimmer, 
the only other resignation foreseen is 
that of Executive Vice-President 
Asher Ben- Yosef, who gave notice 
several weeks ago that he will be 
leaving with Schwimmer. His deci- 
sion was independent of the race for 
the directorship of the huge concern.

CAIRO. — Egypt will ask the U.S. to 
recognize the Palestine Liberation 
Organization "as a prelude” to even- 
tual Middle East peace negotiations 
in Geneva, the semi-official 
newspaper "Al-Ahram" said yester- 
day. 

The request will be made to U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter when he 
meets with Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmy on Wednes- 
day, the report said. 

Egypt also believes the indepen- 
dent participation of the PLO at 
Geneva is the "most appropriate” 
solution to the problem of Palesti- 
nian representation. 

Government officials, quoted 
yesterday by the newspaper 
‘Al-Gomhouria, 1 ’ did not reject out of 
hand Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance's proposal that the 
Palestinians should be included in 
the Jordanian delegation or alterna- 
tively, that the Arabs should send a 
unified delegation, Including Pales- 
tinians, to the conference. 

But the officials said the question 
of how the Palestinians should be 
represented “is an inter-Arab ques- 
tion, on which agreement should be 
reached among the Arabs 
themselves." 

Two Palestinian terrorist leaders 
met yesterday with Fahmy, on the 
eve of his departure to the U.S. 
Fahmy discussed his trip with Sal ah 
Khalaf, better known as Abu Iyad, 
who ranks second alter Yasser 
Arafat in the leadership of A1 Fatah, 
and Basel Akl, the PLO “represen- 


tative” at the UN. 

In Damascus yesterday, the PLO 
central council held a lively debate 
between moderates who advocate 
giving U.S. diplomacy a chance to 
win Israeli concessions and radicals 
who see U.S. efforts as a trap. 

The 55-member central council, 
which guides PLO policy, was work- 
ing to adopt a common position on 
the American initiative and tactical 
guidelines for the upcoming UN 
General Assembly meeting. (AP. 
UPI)

UNITED NATIONS. — As the UN 
General Assembly opens this Tues- 
day to an anticipated Arab assault 
on Israel, there has been little of the 
coordination between the U.S. and 
Israel that marked political strategy 
in past yean. 

Some observers believe this ses- 
sion might see indirect American 
pressure on Jerusalem through the 
agency of an upgraded UN. 

A major factor In still evolving 
U.S. policy at the UN will be the 
results of the talks opening this week 
between Foreign Minister Mob he 
Dayan and American officials, they 
state. 

America's stance will become ap- 
parent within the next few weeks as 
the Arabs prepare to follow up the 
General Assembly opening with a 
concerted attack on Israel in major 
UN forums. 

Israeli diplomats are particularly 
concerned over the danger that 
Washington might join a condemna- 
tion of settlement policy In the West 
Bank. Egypt, in asking for the Inclu- 
sion of this item on the Assembly 
agenda, was careful to adhere to the 
language of positions supported In 
the past by the U.S. 

President Jimmy Carter has 
himself used the ward “illegal” In 
talking of the settlements. 

Nor Is it clear what position the 
U.S. will adopt on anticipated moves 
to alter Resolution 242. 

So far, Washington has said it will 
not agree to amending the 1967 
Security Council measure. Its at- 


titude is less clear in respect to anew 
resolution pressed by a UN com- 
mittee that would reiterate 242 but 
add a reference to the "National 
rights of the Palestinian people.” 
Rumania la said to be playing an 
active role in the promotion of this 
measure, both as a member of the 
Security Council and of the "Com- 
mittee of 23,” a unit whose formal 
name is the Committee on the Exer- 
cise of the Inalienable Rights of the 
Palestinian People. 

The new version of 242 may come 
before the Security Council as early 
as next month, sources here state. 

“The question is," says Israel Am- 
bassador Chaim Herzog, "whether 
the Americans will vote against it 
which means a veto, or just abstain 
— in which case it will pass." 

Herzog sees the American decision 
as a function of the bilateral 
relations between Israel and the U.S. 
Thus, the course of events at the UN 
would be greatly influenced by the 
Dayan talks here. 

“I would say a good deal Is open at 
this stage." says Herzog. 

As attention focuses on the 
Assembly opening, the new U.S. Ad- 
ministration has moved to enhance 
the status of the world body. Carter 
will become the first American 
president to have addressed the UN 
twice within the period of half a 
year. He Is due to appear before the 
Assembly on October 4, two days 
before Dayan's scheduled address. 

Washington's upgrading of the UN 
comes at a time of developing ties 
between the U.S. and Saudi Arabia, 
say observers. 

Riyadh. In its turn, appears to 


have set the tone at the Cairo con- 
ference earlier this month. A 
strategy of moderation in the UN has 
emerged, designed to drive a wedge 
between Washington and Jerusalem. 

Thus, resolutions sponsored by the 
Arabs and their supporters are being 
couched In the language of positions 
backed In the past by the U.S. or 
enunciated more recently by Carter. 


The option of voting for them — 
with the concomitant leverage over 
Israel — thus becomes more readily 
available. 

While such votes might have little 
practical significance, their impact 
would be felt in the creation of a 
climate of opinion adverse to Israel. 
In recent press interviews, .Carter 
said any side that created 
"obstacles” to peace would be con- 
demned by "world opinion." 

Attacks on Israel are expected un- 
der various headings. These Include 
standing agenda items on the “ques- 
tion of Palestine,” and "the situation 
-in the Middle East.” New items In- 
clude the “living conditions of the 
Palestinian people” and the “special 
commission on the theft of natural 
resources" as well as the occasion 
provided by the debate on South 
Africa.

NEW YORK. — Away from the 
spotlight, Israel's ambassador to the 
UN not infrequently has coffee and a 
friendly chat with envoys whose 
governments are officially hostile to 
Israel.

The committee of former residents 
of Bir’im yesterday denied 
emphatically a report in Friday’s 
Jerusalem Post and “Davar” that 
they had fought the Israel army 
before they were evacuated from 
their Galilee village in 1948. 

Committee member Mtanis 
Ghassan, saying that the report had 
harmed the villagers’ Jong campaign 
to return to their homes, denied both 
that Bir’im residents had provided a 
base for the irregular Arab arzny of 
Fawzi el-Kaukji and that the 
residents had not been promised 
they would be allowed to return to 
Blr'im shortly after the evacuation. 

Citing a report in "Halgretx" last 
month, Ghassan quoted Emmanuel 
Friedman, an army officer from 
Rosh Pina, who allegedly had told 
Blr'im residents In 2948 that the 
evacuation would last "only for a 
short while." 

Ghassan claimed that, far from 
being a proposed base for the tem- 
porary seat of the pro-Nazi Mufti of 
Jerusalem, Haj Amin el-Huaseini, 
Blr'im had been on the route used far 
smuggling Jews from Lebanon and 
Syria into this country. 


“With all due respect, ” Carter told 
an editor of a Jewish newspaper In 
Texas, "that is one of the most dis- 
torted assessments of our own policy 
that I have heard.” The President 
then went into a lengthy discussion 
explaining U.S. policy in the Middle 
East. He insisted that all U.S. con- 
tacts with the PLO have been in- 
direct, through third-party in- 
termediaries. 

“The only communication has 
been when representatives of the 
PLO have been to Arab leaders im- 
mediately prior to (Secretary of 
State Cyrus) Vance's visit with them 
or their visit to bur country and have 
delivered messages to us in- 
directly." 

The President referred to the U.S.- 
Israeli memorandum of agreement 
of September 1975 in which the U.S. 
offered Israel commitments not to 
deal with the PLO. "Our agreement 
with the Israeli Government several 
years ago before I became President 
was that we would not communicate 
with the PLO as long as they did not 
refute their commitment to destroy 
the nation of Israel and did not 
accept the right of Israel to exist. 
Our public position Is the same as 
our private position. There is no 
difference between them.” 


"We have never called on the PLO 
to be part of future negotiations. We 
have said that the Palestinian people 
should be represented In the future 
negotiations. 11118 is one of the three 
major elements of any agreement 
that might lead to lasting peace 
one is the territorial boundaries, one 
Is the Arab countries accepting 


Israel to live in peace as neighbours, 
and the other one is that there be 
some resolution of the Palestinian 
question.” 

Carter said that the U.S. has been 
"very cautious, very careful, very 
consistent in spelling out our posture 
on the Middle East settlement.” He 
said that Vance has always "taken 
the same exact written set of prin- 1 
ciples" into his meetings with Arab 
and Israeli leaders. 

Thus, the President added, neither 
aide would ever ‘be able to allege 
"that we took one position with the 
Israelis and a different position with 
the Arabs." 

The President said that the U.S. is 
"not just an idle bystander" in the 
Middle East. "We are not just an un- 
interested Intermediary or 
mediator. Our country has a direct 
substantial interest in a permanent 
peace in the Middle East.” . 


If world continues present policies: 

‘Great famines by year 2000’ 


WASHINGTON <AF>. — A new 
study made public on Friday 
predicts the world will experience 
great famines by the year 2000 and 
steep increases in the price of food 
“If It continues on Its present 
course." 

But the study offers hope that 
these disasters can be avoided, if 
strong international policies are 
adopted soon to improve the 
economies of developing nations and 
to apply “Intense family planning.” 

The study was prepared by three 
economic growth analysts, Mihajlo 
Mesarovic and Barry Hughes of 
Case Western Reserve University in 
Cleveland and Eduard Pestet of 
Hanover University. West. Germ any. 

It was based on a computer 
programme that can forecast food 
supplies and prices under various 
future policies and conditions. The 
analysts used it to study the effects 


of possible policy choices to guide 
population, food supply and food 
prices. 

An announcement of the study said 
its developers consider it "an Inter- 
national early warning system for 
poZfcy makers,” who can change the. 
predicted outcomes by adopting new 
policies based on more specific infor- 
mation. 

The study produced these fin- 
dings: 

• If historic trends in population 
growth, birth rates, per capita in- 
come in the U.S. and Asia, starvation 
rates in Asia and world food prices 
are allowed to continue, both starva- 
tion and food prices would rise 
terribly. 

The computer forecast “a several- 
fold increase in world food prices (in 
real terms) that would most certain- 
ly drive domestic food prices un- 
bearably high.

The new study Is to be described in 
greater detail early next month at a 
conference near Houston, Texas.

The provisional death 
sentences would deter (terrorists) 
from taking Israeli hostages and 
demanding their comrades’ release 
from jail, Paglin said. 

Asked if the fact that he had held . 
no office since 1948 would limit his . 
ability to coordinate the fight against 
advanced terror tactics. Paglin said 
that while be had not held any official 
post he had executed “several 
intelligence-security projects of the 
kind X face today” in 1967. He also 
said that he had technological train- 
ing and bad kept in touch with the 
latest developments in the security 
field. 

Interviewer Raphael Bashan ask- 
ed Paglin if htt appointment to the 
senior post was -not intended to ' 
appease some of Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin's -old IZL comrades 
who felt they were shunted aside 
after the Likud victory. Paglin * 


replied that Begin bad notlired any 
officials in order to put IZL men in 
their place. "But I also believe, that 
among the co mmunit y of former IZL 
members talented people could be 
found to successfully replace 
members of the okl establishment.''. 

Turning to Paglin's days. In the 
VO*, . Bashan asked the new anti- 
terror chief, if he had served in the 
Israel Army after orga nizin g and ex- 
ecuting more than '200 attacks on 
behalf of the IZL.

HAIFA. — - "Israel's Good Fence aid 
to southern Lebanon is well known 
and appreciated in that country,” 
Archbishop Maxim os Salmon, head 
of toe Greek Catholic community of 
Israel, told The Jerusalem. Post on 
his return from Beirut on Friday. 
"But, while the Lebanese' thank 
Israel and everybody else who ex- 
tended aid to the victims of the civil 
war, they are praying and hoping for 
peace," be said. The Good Fence 
would then no longer be needed, be 
added. 

Archbishop Saloum returned via 
Cyprus in toe m.s. Espresso Livorno 
after attending toe Synod of .the 
Greek Catholic Church at the 
monastery at El Traz, near Beirut. 
Due to the situation in Lebanon he 
.had been unable to travel overland. 

He said that 20 bishops from all 
over the world attended the Synod, 
including Archbishop Joseph Raya 
who had served In Israel and now 
lives in Canada. Saloum said that 
Raya was "fine and looks very 
well." 

Saloum said the discussions of the 
Synod are secret, and could give no 
details. But be affirmed that the 
situation of the Church In various 


countries, Including. Israel, was dis- 
cussed, and reports were given by 
each of the bishops. 

However, Saloum did say that the 
case of Archbishop Hllarlcsi Capua- 
ci, who is serving a jail term in 
Israel for aiding terrorists, was dis- 
. cussed, and the hope was expressed 
that Israel would release him. 
Saloum would again petition the 
authorities for his relaease, he said. 

Archbishop Saloum said lie would 
continue to support the displaced 
villagers of Bir'lm and Dcrlt in their 
campaign for their return to- the 
villages. He said he had sent a 
memorandum on the Issne to 
Premier Begin before he left for 
Beirut three weeks ago, and had also 
been received by. Defence Minister 
Ezer Welzman for a discussion of the 
matter.

CARMIEL. — An Improved educa- 
tion network, tax incentives, provi- 
sion of a telephone within a week and 
reduced tariffs for calls within toe 
north, and low-density housing of 
above-average standard are among 
toe measures Baruch Wanger, coun- 
ci] chairman of this development 
town, recommends to speed up the 
re-population of Galilee, -in ancient 
times one of the most flourishing 
provinces of Israel. 

In a memorandum to toe Galilee 
Development Committee (a govern- 
ment bodyl, Wanger warns .that 
Galilee 's Jewish population Is steadi- 
ly dwindling and that by about 1980 
Jews will be a minority. Between 
1972 and 1976 the number of Jews 
declined from 94 to 52.8 per cent. Of 
toe 581,000 residents today 281,000 
are Jewish, the others Arab, Druse 


and Circassian. 

Wanger wrote that a substantial 
Income tax reduction, varied accor- 
ding to the type of settlement, would 
be an effective Incentive. He feels 
that local council employees in the 
area should be regraded to give 
more attractive pay rates to 
qualified persons. The Ministry of 
Commerce,' Industry and Tourism 
■should provide an infrastructure ac- 
cording to a scale of priority for each 
settlement, to encourage new in- 
dustries or to Induce existing ones to 
move to Galilee. 

Wanger also suggests meetings 
with government ministers and 
Knesset Members to acquaint them 
with the gravity of the situation. He 
believes that the Ma’alot — Car- 
miel — Segev triangle is an area In 
the most urgent need of "first aid" 
because of the 1:70 disparity' 
between the Jewish and non- Jewish 
population.

Minister of Health Ellezer Shostak 
officially decided on Friday not to 
close the Jordan bridges to traffic 
and not to embark on a mass inocula- 
tion campaign against cholera. . 

Meanwhile, a third case of the dis- 
ease was reported — a 75-year-old 
man from a village near Ramallah. 

The minister’s decision was taken 
following a meeting with the 
ministry’s cholera emergency team. 
They reported that mass immunisa- 
tion is not always helpful and can 
often result In an Increase of cholera. 
It was explained that Inoculation can 
mask carriers of the disease, as well 
as causing public complacency 
about precautions. 

The ministry repeated Its war- 
nings to the public to carefully wash 
all fruit and vegetables with soap or 
detergent. 

It was also learned that the deci- 
sion not to close the bridges was bas- 
ed in part on statistics showing there 
are fewer cases of cholera in Jordan 
than during an outbreak last year 
when the bridges remained open.

Metal working plants regularly 
dispose of thousands of gallons of oil 
emulsions. If these are discharged 
untreated into urban sewage 
systems, they can be an ecological 
hazard. Tanny has produced an im- 
proved plastic hollow, fiber wbich 
can efficiently separate water from 
the oily components of such 
emulsions by a process known as ul- 
traflltratlon.

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Bhutto arrested again, 
held for court martial 




Rawalpindi. Pakistan iaf).— 
The military government announced 
last night that ousted prime minister 
Zulfikar All Bhutto and other 
arrested leaders of his party will be 
court-martialed on charges of using 
political terror, and massive misuse 
of power and public funds during the 
5%-year Bhutto regime. 

The trial will be carried out prior 
to the scheduled October 18 elections 
“to enable these leaders to obtain a 
verdict of guilt or innocence before 
they face the electorate. ” Gen. 
Mohammed Zia Ul-Haq said in a 
. press statement. 

The statement was issued in ex- 
planation of the military 
government’s sudden arrest early 
yesterday of Bhutto and ten leaders 
of Bhutto 'deposed government and 
hla'Peoplc's Party. 

“The holding of free, fair and im- 
partial elections.* 1 Zia said, means 
that “the electorate must be fully 
aware of the true face of all can- 
didates ... In the face of massive 
revelations which have now come to 
notice, I will be failing in my respon- 
sibility towards the country if the 
facts arc not placed before the peo- 
ple prior to the general elections.” 

The four-star general who has rul- 
ed Pakistan since July S said: “7 
have ordered the detention of Mr. 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto and some other 


Pakistan People's Party loaders. 
They will be treated well in the beat 
traditions of our iMoalem) religion 
and given a fair trial In military 
courts." 


Zia also said he believed the nine- 
party opposition Pakistan National 
Alliance should be given the oppor- 
tunity to rule the country. 

Bhutto, who is campaigning for a 
comeback election, was detained un- 
der a broad martial-law regulation 
permitting arrests for the security of 
Pakistan, for maintaining the peace 
and for fulfilling the purposes of 
martial law. 

Pakistan has been under martial 
law since July 5. when the army seis- 
ed Bhutto's government to defuse a 
political crisis and announced it 
would stage elections in October. 

Bhutto, 49, was arrested on 
September 3 on a murder charge but 
released by the Lahore High Court 
ten days later on $5,000 ball and $10,- 
000 bond. He denounced all court ac- 
tion against him as a frajmeup and 
said he hoped to continue the cam- 
paign and win vindication by the 
voters. 

At the time of his latest arrest the 
ex-prime minister was at his home in 
Larkana in southern Pakistan, 
celebrating the three-day holiday 
marking the end of Ramadan.

BONN. — Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt on Friday postponed a four- 
day trip to Poland scheduled to begin 
tomorrow in order to remain In Bonn 
and conduct negotiations with the 
kidnappers of Hanns-Martln 
Schleyer, president of the Federa- 
tion of German Industry. 

Schmidt, offered moral support by 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter and 
British Prime Minister James 
Callaghan In battling terrorism, 
huddled with key aides yesterday 
and Friday, and pledged to continue 
efforts to save the fife of the kid- 
napped industrialist. 

Friday's meeting, which lasted for 
one and one-half hours in the 
heavily -guarded chancellery, follow- 
ed a reported secret trip to Algeria 
on Thursday by state secretary 
Hans-Juergen WlschnewskJ, a top 
Schmidt lieutenant. 

Government spokesman Klaus 
Boelling refused to confirm the 
Wischnewski visit. But sources 
speculated the trip might be con- 
nected with demands by the kid- 
nappers th 3 t 11 jailed terrorists be 
released and flown out of the coun- 
try. 

The government has ordered a 
strict news black-out on the course of 
negotiations. But at least five 
deadlines set by the kidnappers have 


passed. 'apparently without Incident. 
The Germans and the kidnappers 
have been sending messages back 
and forth through leftist Geneva 
lau-j-er Denis Payot, and there was 
another exchange on Friday. 

A report, which the government 
refused to comment on, said the kid- 
nappers had sent the government a 
video tape showing Schleyer reading 
current newspapers to prove he is 
still alive. 

The postponement of Schmidt's 
Warsaw trip, which had a high 
priority because of the government's 
"Ostpolitik” of improved relations 
with the Soviet bloc, indicated how 
the terrorist crisis had disrupted 
normal life here.

NEW YORK (UPI). — Lee Harvey 
Oswald's Russian-born wife locked 
him in a bathroom and persuaded 
him to give up plans to kiU Richard 
Nixon seven months before he 
assassinated President John F. 
Kennedy, the “Ladies Home Jour- 
nal" reports today. 

In a copyrighted, pre-publication 
excerpt, the "JournaL” said Mrs. 
Oswald convinced her husband . to ' 
give up his plot by warning him she 
could lose the child she was carrying 
at the time. 

Oswald, the “Journal" said, had 
dreams of having a son who would 
grow up to be president of the U.S. 

His widow told the “Journal" that 
Oswald decided to make an attempt 
on Nixon's life after reading a news 
story on his demands that the 
Russians be forced out of Cuba. 

Throwing down the April 21, 1963 
edition of the Dallas "Morning 
News.” Oswald tucked a gun In his 
belt and told his wife Marina be was 
going to “have a look” at Nixon, who 


was “coming to town-'* 

That was less than two weeks after 
Oswald had come home sweating 
and white with fear and announced 
he had just made an attempt on the ■ 
life of segregationist Maj. Gen. 
Edwin Walker. 

Mrs. Oswald did not know who 
Nixon was. but sbe was certain bis 
life was in danger, the magazine 
said, t At the time, former vice- 
president Nixon was in private law 
practice, having lost the race for 
governor of California. - He was 
elected president in 1968). 

Mrs Oswald did what she had done 
before to ward off beatings by her 
husband — she tricked him into go- 
ing to the bathroom and then braced 
herself against the door. 

Crying, Marina Oswald pleaded 
through the door: “How can you lie 
to me after you gave me your word? 
You promised me you'd never shoot 
anyone else and here you are star- 
ting in all over again. 

“Z'm pregnant. I can't take it all the 


time. I could lose the baby and you 
wouldn't even care," she was quoted 
as saying. 

Oswald, the “Journal" said, 
demanded his wife let him out. 
“Over my dead body I will. I have 
evidence against you fin the Walker 
shooting). I'll take it to the police.” 

Her husband relented, the excerpt 
said, when she protested again that 
she could lose the baby. “You'll have 
killed your own child," Mrs. Oswald 
implored. 

The “Journal" said Oswald. then 
agreed to give up his gun. She took 
the weapon and tucked it under the 
mattress and ordred him to strip 
down to his underwear to ensure that 
he would not leave.

PARIS (UPI). — Maria Callas, the 
soprano who rose from the back 
streets of New York to dominate the 
world of opera, has died of a heart at- 
tack at the age of 53 and news of her 
death brought floods of tribute from 
friends and colleagues. 

‘Anyone who knew Maria Callas 
as a person and an artist cannot 
forget her," said Sir Rudolf Bing, 
former general manager of the 
Metropolitan Opera In New York. 
“She was a difficult artist, as many 
are, but she was one of the greatest 
artists of her time. We will not see 
her like again." 

Callas’s maid heard the diva call- 
ing from the bathroom of her luxury 
Paris apartment on Friday and rush- 
ed to find her on the floor with a 
sharp pain in the chest. Callas. who 
bad been plagued all her life by 
weight problems, had been resting In 
bed after suffering from low blood 
pressure. 

“The maid helped her back to bed, 
but it was too late," said C&llas’s 
former impresario Michel Glotz, one 
of the first friends to arrive at the 
shuttered house. 

"She was an incomparable artist 
and a warm friend," said Lord 
Harwood, a cousin of Queen 
Elizabeth and director of the English 
National Opera. 

Callas, whose voice spanned more 
than three octaves, had a 
tempestuous life marked by her 
parents' broken marriage, near-

starvation during World War H, and 
a love affair with Greek shipping 
magnate Aristotle O nasals which 
cost her her own marriage with 
Italian millionaire Giovan Battista 
Meneghinl. 

Barn Maria Anna Cecilia' Sofia 
Calogeropoulos. the daughter of a 
Greek pharmacist, In December 1923 
in New York, she started singing 
lessons at the age of eight. 

Her family had left Greece for 
New York four months before her 
birth and when her father went 


bankrupt and her parents' marriage 
broke up In 1986, sbe returned with 
her mother to Athens where she 
entered the music conservatory on a 
scholarship. 

. Callas made her first appearance 
at the age of 14 as Santuzza In 
Mascagni's opera “Cavalleria 
Rustic ana" in Athens. World War H 
and the Nazi occupation of Greece 
saw Miss Callas singing to Italian 
troops for food to stave off starvation 
for herself and her mother. 

’ She met Meneghinl after the war 
in Italy, where she was singing in 
Verona. They were married In 1949. 
With Meneghinl as her impresario, 
she was finally allowed to appear as 
the lead soprano at the La Scala 
opera house in. Milan after many 
refusals because -of her weight. 

She weighed 105 kg. and in 1954 un- 
derwent a crash weight-reducing 
programme^to lose 30 kg. in two 
months. 

The romance with Onasris, who 
died in the American Hospital in 
Paris in 1975, began in 1959 during a 
Mediterranean cruise on the 
millionaire's yacht Christina. 

The affair ended in 1968 when 
Onassis married Jacqueline 
Kennedy, widow of the assassinated 
U.S. President John F. Kennedy.

anyone found guilty of “possessing, 
consuming; producing, importing, 
exporting, trading in or advertising 
alcoholic drinks/’ 

The courts N are making brave 
attempts to ensure that their in- 
dependence Is maintained. In spite of 
this, however, people are still ar- 
bitrarily arrested and detained for 
months or longer, without trial, 
because Sadat has power of veto over 
court orders to release people whose 
innocence is established during in- 
vestigation. 

The 21-article draft decree on 
apostasy cads for the death penalty 
for any adult Moslem (over. 18 years 
of age), man or woman, who 
renounces his or her faith in word or 
action. It stipulates that a “clear 
statement or the . evidence of two 
adult Moslems” ts. sufficient to con- 
demn him or her. 

Many Moslems are shocked and 
puzzled that the regime should have 
considered such legislation 
necessary. Apostasy is virtually un- 
heard of in Islam, they argue r and no 
recent development justifies new 
legislation on the matter. 

Students of the Koran and Islamic 
jurisprudence point out that the 
Moslem holy book, which is the 
primary source of Shar’ia (Islamic 
law), dealt. with the problem 13 cen- 
turies ago. 

Nowhere does the Koran prescribe 
death for the apostate, they main- 
tain. quoting “those who deny Allah 
after professing Islam and open their 
bosoms to disbelief shall incur the 

wrath of Allah " or "...their reward 

is that oh them shall be the wrath of 
God..." The murtadd (apostate) is 


threatened only with punishment in 
the hereafter. 

They point out also that according 
to the Koran “there is no compulsion 
in religion,” and that the Egyptian 
constitution ’’guarantees the 
freedom of belief and of practice of 
religious rites “ 

The Hndith (traditions of the 
prophet) 'and flk'h (religious 
jurisprudence) do mention death for , 
the apostate, but. scholars point out. , 
only when it is accompanied by a 
crime or crimes punishable by death.. 
Traditionally it applied only to 
apostates who went over to the 
enemy in time of war with un- 
believers and taught against the 
Moslems. 

This extreme stand by the Egyp- 
tian ruler is also seen as a reaction to 
a “return to true Islam” movement 
which is spreading, especially 
among the young. Leaders of this 
Islamic revival describe themselves 
as “radicals” or “progressives.” 
They are sometimes compared to the 
worker — and revolutionary priests 
of the Catholic Church. 

These revivalists . say they are 
campaigning for the “moral, social 
and economic revolution Intrinsic in 
Islam.” Their rebellion is, they 
argue, against sheikhs, mullahs and 
Moslem rulers who pay Up service to 
Islam out of expediency and against 
the system of “social and economic 
apartheid" under which a self- 
indulgent. corrupt minority rules and 
silences the majority. 

The authorities have labeUed these 
religious dissidents “heretics." Com- 
munists. Marxists and Leftists, too. 
are described as “Godless” and 
“heretics.” 


U.S. firms 
to renovate 
Egypt’s MIGs 

WASHINGTON (API- — The U-S. 
Government will allow General 
Electric and Lockheed - to repair 
Egypt's fleet of Soviet Mig fighter 
planes because it would not 
significantly affect the Arab-Israeli 
military balance, the State Depart- 
ment says. 

The State Department will ap- 
prove the service contract after it is 
negotiated, according to Alfred L. 
Atherton. Assistant Secretary of 
State for the Near East. 

"Given American interest in sup- 
porting Egypt's cooperation in our 
search for a genuine peace in the 
Middle East, we clearly have a ma- 
jor interest in helping Egypt meet its 
legitimate defence needs," Atherton 
told a House International Relations 
Sub-committee over 1 the weekend. 

The firms are negotiating with 
Cairo on ao agreement for General 
Electric engine technicians and 
Lockheed airframe specialists to 
repair about 200 Mig-21 fighters. 

Atherton said the repairs would 
stop the deterioration of Egypt's 
fighters. He described many of the 
fighters as inoperable. 

He said the Idea was to return the 
planes to their original condition and 
not to Improve their performance, 
find denied a report that the fighters 
would get new Rolls-Royce engines. 

Atherton said the U.S. technicians 
would work in an unspecified Euro- 
pean country, not in Egypt. 

Somali leader 
on Arab swing 

BEIRUT (UPI). — Somali President 
Siad Barre yesterday arrived in 
Baghdad on the fifth leg of a tour of 
Arab States aimed at securing 
assistance In his country's conflict 
with Ethiopia, the Iraqi news agency 
said. 

The agency said it would be a 
“short visit.” Barre already has 
visited Saudi Arabia, Egypt, Syria 
and Kuwait. 

Barre has been seeking assistance 
from the oil nations and Arab states 
in confrontation with Israel as his 
relations with Moscow have taken a 
turn for the worse. 

The Paris-based international edi- 
tion of the Beirut daily “an-Nahar." 
which hit newsstands in the 
Lebanese capital yesterday, quoted 
an official Somali source as saying a 
number of Somali students at Soviet 
military academies have left 
MoscaiW for Mogadishu and will not 
return.

BEITUT. — The Arab world 
yesterday raced to turn back a 
cholera. epidemic before millions of 
Moslem pilgrims began to head for 
the holy city of Mecca. 

Beirut cholera experts said it 
could take as long as a month to con- 
trol an outbreak that has killed at 
least 68 persons in Syria and has 
spilled over into a half-dozen other 
countries. But they said the spread 
of the disease seemed to have peak- 
ed. 

“It seems we are going to see the 
cases decreasing." one Beirut ex- 
pert told UFI. "The countries have 
now moved strongly against the 
cholera and I think they've got it on 
the run. But the imperative is to cap 
it before the peak of the pilgrimage 
season." 

The first pilgrims already have set 
out overland for the Moslem holy ci- 
ty, In Saudi Arabia. The trickle will 
«i?e.COm e a flood , with some 3 million 
Moslem’ 1 'dfeVoutexpected to arrive in 
Mecca by land, sea' or' air by late 
November. 

Jordan, which has barred the 
pilgrims from Its towns and cities 
and quartered them in desert 
“health stations,” reported only 10 
new cholera cases Friday, the lowest 
since the epidemic first showed 
there early this month. 

There has been a total of 324 cases 
•in Jordan. 'Two new cases were 
reported In Lebanon Friday to bring 
the total there to 22. 

But well over 2,100 have been 
reported In Syria, where the disease 
caught fire last month. 

Travellers from the Middle East ' 
have exported scattered cases to 
West Germany, Great . Britain and 
the Netherlands. A separate out- 
break of the disease has been 
reported in the Gilbert Islands in the 
Pacific Ocean, claiming at least 12 
lives and striking some 90 other per- 
sons. 

Following the lead of Syria, where 
a World Health Organization team 
has been overseeing an all-out anti- 
cholera campaign, Jordan Friday 
shut down an amusement park, 
several movie theatres, butcher 
shops and restaurants which were 
violating tightened sanitary direc- 
tives. A handful of sidewalk vendors 
were arrested for failing to meet 
hygene regulations. 

Syria earlier had closed many 
restaurants, all swimming pools and 
public beaches and barred public 
sale of uncooked food. 

Cholera, a water-borne disease 
that can be fatal if untreated, can 
spread in crowded environments 
with insufficient sanitary 
precautions, but is easily curable 
with quick and proper treatment. 

The focus of the anti-cholera battle 
has now shifted to Saudi Arabia. 
W,ltb “several isolated cases" 
reported north of Mecca last Sunday, 
Saudi health authorities have 
redoubled health checks for in- 
coming travellers and prepared 
tightened health and hygiene con- 
trols for the hundreds of thousands of 
pilgrims expected to be quartered in 
makeshift tent camps during the 
pilgrimage, reports from the area 
said. 

In- Egypt, • medicais " authorities 


began yesterday a mass antl-cholcra 
inoculation campaign designed to act 
up a “protective belt” against the in- 
filtration of the disease from 
neighbouring Arab, countries. 

About 15 million persons will be 
vaccinated over the next three 
weeks In eight govemorates located 
along the Mediterranean, in Egypt’s 
north, and along the Suez Canal, in 
the northeast. 

Priority was given to these areas, 
officials explained, because they'are 
the “ports of entry" into Egypt. 
Travellers arriving at Cairo Airport 
from infected countries are quaran- 
tined for several days, unless they 
are carrying valid vaccination cer- 
tificates. 

The campaign will be later ex- 
panded to Include other gover- 
norates and, by its conclusion, 
Egypt's entire 38 million inhabitants 
will have been inoculated. About 5,- 
000 medical teams are taking part in 
the campaign. 

According to medical experts, the 
immunity of an inoculated person to 
the disease ranges only between 40 
and 60 per cent. In statements 
published by newspapers and broad- 


cast by radio anti television, citizens 
arc being told that cleanliness is 
more important than Inoculation. 

Six pcplc. Including four children 
died of cholera in Iran last week, 
Teheran newspapers reported 
yesterday. 

There was no immediate official 
' confirmation of the reports which 
snid five people, including the 
children, died In Bchbahan in the 
southwest of the country, and one at 
Roodsar on the Caspian Sea in the 
north. 

The papers added that there were 
M other cholera cases In hospitals at 
Behbahan and eight at Roodsar. 
Four of those in Roodsar were in 
serious condition. 

Earlier in the week 13 cases were 
reported in Teheran but there have 
been no reported deaths Ln the 
capital. All leave for health officials 
has been cancelled because of the 
outbreak. 

A World Health Organization 
(WHO) spokesman in Geneva said 
yesterday the current Middle East 
cholera outbreak is declining but 
vigilance was needed to help wipe it 
out. (UPI, Reuter) 


Crazed monkeys mar Kuwaiti holiday 


KUWAIT (API. — Seven crazed 
monkeys escaped from their cage in 
the Kuwait zoo and killed two 
children in a panicked holiday 
crowd, police reported yesterday. 

A zookeeper was seriously bitten 
before police shot and killed one of 
the monkeys and captured the others 
in a long chase. 

The tragedy occurred on Friday as 
.crowds of Kuwaitis filled the zoo, 
relaxing for the Moslem feast of Id 
ei-Fitr, a three-day holiday ending 


the annual 30-day Ramadan period 
of fasting. 

After managing to escape from 
their cage, the excited monkeys 
began attacking bystanders, setting 
off a panic, police said. The children, 
whose ages were unavailable, were 
killed by bites and scratches, they 
said. 

The species of monkey was not 
Identified. Authorities in this oil-rich 
Persian Gulf Sheikdom said they 
were investigating the Incident. 


Arabs claim massive surrender to boycott 


NICOSIA f AP ) . — Mohammed Ahm- 
ed Mahgoub, commissionc r general 
of the Arab boycott of Israel, said on 
Friday that 80 per cent of world com- 
panies and firms have abided by 
boycott regulations. 

The Saudi state radio, monitored 
here, said Mahgoub made the state- 
ment to the Saudi press agency. 

"The success in having these com- 
panies heed boycott regulations 
was a result of the Arab countries' 
clear commitment to the 
regulations," Mahgoub said. 

Foreign companies that deal with 
Israel are banned from dealing with 


Arab countries ln accordance with 
the boycott regulations. 

Mahgoub said a recent review by a 
special boycott committee indicated 
that the boycott “has completely 
achieved its goals.” 

Several British, American and 
German companies which had been 
negotiating with Israel recently 
stopped these dealings in response to 
boycott regulations, Mahgoub said. 

He added that 600 foreign com- 
panies have moved out of Israel in 
recent years as a result of boycott 
pressure. 


Lebanese C-o-S to U.S. for arms shopping 


BEIRUT t aP) . — Army commander 
Brig. Gen. Victor Khoury left Beirut 
by air for the United States on Fri- 
day on an arms shopping mission to 
rebuild Lebanon's armed forces, 
shattered in the nation’s civil war. 

An official announcement here 
said Khoury’s trip came at the In- 
vitation of the Pentagon. Lebanese 
Foreign and Defence Minister Fuad 
Butros said Khoury has been 
authorized to sign arms deals on 
behalf of the Lebanese government. 

Butros made the statement after a 


conference with American Charge 
d‘ Affaires George Lane. 

The U.S. has pledged imme- 
diate aid of $25m. to help rebuild- 
Lebanon's armed forces. Another 
$l00m. were pledged for the next two 
years.

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Nuclear warhead ‘theft’ at U.S. base 

Atom bomb, anyone? 


ST. LOUIS (UFIi. — "Would you 
like to buy an atomic weapon? I've 
got one in my garage,” Bald the un- 
identified caller on a radio talk show. 

The U.S. Air Force haa labelled as 
& hoax the man's claim that he and 
other security officers at Whiteman 
Air Force Base walked off with a 
nuclear warhead — not once, but 
twice. 

The man telephoned Jim White, 
host of a talk show on radio station 
KMOX. and told him : “Pm In the Air 
Force. I'm a security guard. Five of 
us got together and we Just took it." 

The man gave specific details of 
the 20-megaton warhead and said he 
and hia cohorts pulled the stunt to 
emphasize lax security at the base, 
located near Knob Nosier in western 
Missouri. He said the warhead was 
being returned at the same time as 
he was talking to White. 

The conversation was on the air 
for an hour and IS minutes, and con- 
tinued off the air for another three 
hours. White, fed by the Air Force 
and the FBI. asked the man 
technical questions to determine U it 


was a prank call. The man was 
knowledgeable about the base and 
its storage facilities. 

•Ti all started out as a lark." he 
told White. “Where I work has a 
storage area. We store the dummy 
warheads outside the b u i l di n g and 
they're painted a different colour. 
All we did was take a dummy and 
paint it the colour of a real one and 
painted a real one the colour of a 
dummy. That night we carried it 
off." 

Air Force officials took a quick 
count of the warheads at Whiteman 
and said none was- missing. They 
also said none was tampered 
with. By tracing the lengthy 
telephone call they located the caller 
in Illinois. 

Officials said the. man will not be 
charged, but they refused to identify 
him. 

The radio station contacted 
another security guard 
Whiteman, who asked that he not be 
identified. The guard said of the 
story “it's very possible. But ** 
would have to be an inside job." 


U.S. faces future of power blackouts 


NEW YORK (AF). — Rotating 
blackouts or government - Imposed 
'restrictions on the use of electricity 
in the U.S. are virtually inevitable aa 
early as 1979, U.S. government and 
utility officials said on Friday after 
the release of a report on the future 
reliability of electricity. 

"This is a critical situation," said 
Larry Freeh, a researcher and 
spokesman for the Edison Electric 
Institute (EEI). a utility group that, 
collects statistics ' on electricity 
usage and reliability. 

The EEI has been warning for 
several months that in the near 
future electricity reserves would fall 
below the level considered prudent. 
And last week, the Nat iona l Electric 
Reliability Council (NERC) — a 
group formed In 3 90S by U.S. power 
companies as a result of a Northeast 
blackout of 1985.— released the most 
pessimistic report to date. 

The NERC report cites various 
restraints on recent attempts to im- 
prove electricity reliability — 
restraints such as governmental and 
environmental objections to the 


locations and designs of power 
plants, "lack of timely and adequate 
rate relief," and confusion over 
which fuel federal officials prefer for 
use by power companies. 

“The continuation of these 
restraints will surely result in forced 
curtailments of electric power star- 
ting as early as 1979 and increasing 
in severity in the period beyond," the 
report said. 

The curtailments would include 
blackouts rotated by neighbourhood, 
reduced voltage throughout a power 
system and possibly government- 
ordered conservation measures, 
NERC and federal officials said. 

Norton Savage, chief of power 
supply and reporting for the Federal 
Power Commission, said the FPC 
agrees \ 1th the industry report. 

"The only real difference between 
us and them Is that they see 
problems beginning in 1979." Savage 
said. "We don’t see any problems un- 
til 1981. And by 1986, if some nuclear 
generating units don't come into ser- 
vice as planned, there will be much 
bigger problems." 


WALL STREET WEEK 

Uncertainty over tax reform 


NEW YORK (AP) . — With the stock 
market going nowhere, Wall Street 
analysts have busied themselves 
lately studying the potential Impact 
of the income-tax changes U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter plans to 
propose this fall. 

There has been no official word yet 
on exactly what proposals Carter 
will make. But it is considered 
almost certain that he will call for 
major changes In the tax treatment 
of two items of central importance to 
Wall Street — capital gains and. 
losses, and corporate .dividends. 

Thus, analysts say, it is. quite 
possible that Carter's proposal as 
eventually enacted could bring about 
some fundamental changes in In- 
vestors’ attitudes toward the 
American stack market. 

• A good many market-watchers say 
the tax-reform package has had a 


significant effect on stock prices 
even before its unveiling. They 
maintain that uncertainty over tax 
reform has played a significant role 
in the market's weak and lethargic 
behaviour over the past several 
months. 

A .28 drop to 856.81 in the Dow 
Jones average of 30 industrial stocks 
last week left the average hovering 
just above the 18-month low of 854.12 
it established on August 25. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
composite index, meanwhile, touch- 
ed a 1 5-month Tbw of 52.54 on Monday 
before rebounding to pool a -98 week- 
ly gain to 52.79. At the American 
Stock Exchange, the market value 
index slipped .02 to 118.32. 

NYSE volume limped along at a 
daily average of 17.50m. shares, 
against 17.65m. the previous week.

. LONDON- — Israel is a front-runner 
to host the Federation Cup, the 
women’s International team tennis 
championship, within the next few 
years. 

“Chanees are good that we will 
accept the Israel Lawn Tennis 
Association’s offer to host the 
went,” International Tennis 
Federation (ITF) general secretary 
David Gray told The Jerusalem. Post 
here recently in a special interview. 

Denmark, Holland, Spain and a 
South American co un t r y have also 
applied to stage the 1979 Federation 
Cup, Gray reported. Next year’s 
competition has already been 
assigne d to A ustralia. 

"The ITF would like to see the 
Federation Cup played in Israel, in 
line with its policy of spreading the 
event as widely as possible 
throughout the world,” Gray said. 
Therefore, if the invitation from 
Zsrael for 1970 is not. accepted, a 
further application will no doubt be 
successful. 

The Federation Cup, for the last 
two years sponsored by Colgate to 
the time of £130,000 in prize money, 
was inaugurated is 1995. Israel has 
been a participant since 2972. 

No international team tennis 
championship of any kind has yet 
been held in IsraeL However, the re- 
cent completion of the 4.800-seat 
Canada Stadium at Ramat 
Hasharon’s 14-court tennis centre — 
Itself only opened 18 months ago — 
means that Israel now has the 


facilities to organise international 
events at the highest level. 

The LTA la Tel Aviv la also seek- 
ing approval for its recent offer to 
hold some Galea Cup matches at 
Ramat Hasharon as soon as possi- 
ble. The offer envisages Israel being 
made one of the half-dozen or so 
venues for this under-21 men’s inter- 
national team competition. 

Israel’s application to join the 
European Tennis Association — one 
of several regional bodies grouped 
within the 103-nation international 
federation — could run into dif- 
ficulties because the association is 
basically an organization for coun- 
tries actually located In Europe, 
Gray stated. 

Israel was a founder-member of 
the Asian Lawn Tennis Federation in 
2964, but from time to time has met 
with hostility from a number of the 
other 22 countries in the grouping, 
mainly the half-dozen Moslem 
states. The Israel LTA’s application 
to Join the 25-natfon European 
association was submitted in July, 
and the initial response was 
favourable. 

Following Colgate’s sponsorship of 

the Federation Cup, there are now 
good prospects of sponsorship for the 
Davis Cup In the near future. Gray 
reveal ed. 

The ITF’s committee of manage- 
ment has just decided to send a 
delegation to South Africa to ex- 
amine the conditions in which the 
game is played there. This follows 
continuing disruptions in both the 
Davis Cup and Federation Cup 


because of lliu participation of South 
Africa in the two competitions. In 
2977. for example. Canada. Mexico, 
Venezuela and the West Indies all 
pulled out of the former competition 
in protest at the Republic's inclusion 
with them in the draw for the 
American Zone. 

Describing the federation as “a 
flag-bearer in the fight against 
apartheid in sport," Gray said South 
Africa should form one non-raclal 
tennis -organization. ’’Complete 
equality of opportunity in the sport 
for people of all races Is the ITF’s 
definite policy." 

Tennis is expected to again be in- 
cluded in the Olympic programme of 
the 1984 games, which are likely to 
take place in an American city. The 
sport was dropped from the Olym- 
pics in the 1920's. The ITF has form- 
ed a special committee to promote 
re&dmiaslon of tennis to the games. 

Gray — a to p ten nis writer before 
taking up his ITF post a year ago 
following Basil Reay’a retirement — 
reported that tennis is now the 
world's fourth most popular par- 
ticipation sport, behind soccer, 
fishing and track and field. It la es- 
timated that upwards of 40 million 
people play at least three times a 
month. 

Last January, the LTA in Israel 
published the results of Its own sur- 
vey, which makes tennis the number 
one participant sport, with 25,700 
dues-paying members. Next comes 
soccer (23,750) and basketball 
(16.000). 


Italy tops

470-class yacht 
tourney tomorrow 

TOKYO (AP). — Reigning world 
champlona-Marc Laurent and Roger 
Sunnin of France will head the list of 
43 entries from 15 countries for the 
seventh world 470-dasa yachting 
championship in Japan starting 
tomorrow, the Japan Amateur 
Yachting Association said yester- 
day. 

The six-day event also will feature 
the seamanship of Frank Hubner 
and Joachim Gloefeld, 1976 Montreal 
Olympic 470-class champions from 
West Germany. 

Japan and France will field the 
largest number of boats with seven 
each, followed by West Germany 
with six. 

Canada, the United States, 
Venezuela and Switzerland will 
enter three boats each, Brazil and 
Italy two apiece and Australia, New 
Zealand, Spain, the Netherlands and 
Taiwan one each. 

Israel also reportedly will compete 
with one boat. 


The U.S. Olympic Committee was 
asked by 72 Congressmen on Thurs- 
day to stop what the legislators said 
was a Soviet-Third World effort to 
exclude Israel from the 2980 Olympic 
Games in Moscow. 

In a letter to Olympic Committee 
President Robert Kane, the con- 
gressmen said the tactic is to have 
Israel declared ineligible by barring 
its participation in the 26 Olympic 
sports federations. An Olympics par- 
ticipant must be a member of at 
least five of those federations, which 
are formed around one or more 
athletic events. 

"The Soviet-Third World goal is to 
haVe Israel down to membership to 
less than five federations by 1980, 
thus disqualifying them from the 
Olympics,** said Representative 
Jack Kemp, Republican-New York, 
who wrote the letter. 

The congressmen claimed that 
Israel is being forced out of the 
sports federations oz\ technicalities. 
Kemp cited three examples: 

• One technical ploy was Israel’s 
exclusion from the European Soccer 
Federation because it is not a Euro- 
pean nation. Kemp noted that 
Turkey is allowed in the Federation, 
"although Turkey is just as Near- 
Asian as Israel. 

• Members of the Aslan Games 
Federation In 1976 voted not to Invite 
Israel because of high security costs. 

• Last month, attempts were made 
to ban Israel from the World Univer- 
sity Games in Sofia. Bulgaria. 

"Most observers are convinced 
that — when the final crunch comes 
— Israel will be excluded from 
remaining federations on the 
grounds of racism, its opponents us- 
ing the anti-Semitic UN resolution 
equating Zionism and racism as the 
instrument to force such ex- 
clusions." the letter said. 

“The Soviets and their cohorts in- 
tend to politicize the sports just like 
they have tried to politicize 
everything else," Kemp said- "The 
Congress of the United States cannot 
sJt idly by and watch this happen, for 
the attempt may be successful, if 
U.S. leadership is not -shown and 
shown early. 

The letter to Kane calls on his com- 
mittee "to undertake every measure 
possible to convey this sentiment to 
the International Olympic Com- 
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mittee. It warned that "popular and 
financial support for the Olympics 
will collapse should this exclusion be 
perpetrated" and that "Congress 
might not act favourably upon" pen- 
ding legislation to provide assistance 
to the U.S. Olympic Committee's 


participation in future games. 

"The U.S. Olympic Committee can 
and should be a powerful influence in 
halting the exclusion of Israel If it 
commits itself to such a course and 
pursues it vigorously," the letter 
said. 


China waiting for expulsion of 
Taiwan before joining Olympics 


PEKING (Reuter). — Lord KUlanin, 
president of the International Olym- 
pic Committee, yesterday concluded 
talks here on the possibility of China 
returning to the Olympic movement, 
and said Peking had made clear 
that Taiwan must first be ousted. 

£ord KUlanin, who arrived here on 
September 14, described the talks 
with officials of the all-China sports 
federation as frank'. 

“The position is that the Peking at- 
titude is and remains that there is 
only one China... there is not a China 
and a Taiwan, and that position was 
made very clear. 

China joined the International 
Olympic Movement (IOC) in 1954 
and quit in 1958. two years after 


Taiwan was admitted. Peking 
applied to rejoin in April 1975, but 
stipulated that Taiwan must be ex- 
pelled. 

The IOC has so far upheld Taiwan 
as a member in good standing. The 
island also is recognised by 17 of the 
26 international sporting federations 
represented at the Olympic games. 

Lord KUlanin said he now would 
report to the IOC executive next 
month in Lausanne and the question 
would be discussed by the full IOC 
congress at Athens in May. But he 
said both meetings might not take 
any action- 'until later and he would 
not predict the views of members or 
the sporting federations.

ALTHOUGH THERE arc still About io days left to the comple- 
tion of the 100 days of grace traditionally accorded to new 
governments as a breaking-in period. Prime Minister Begin’s 
announcement to the Likud Knesset faction that coalition 
negotiations with the DMC will not be resumed effectively 
marks the end of that period. 

Mr. Begin has the government he wants. True, it rests only on 
68 votes and the conditional support of 4-5 votes of the Aguda 
parties which could defect, but the Prime Minister has es- 
tablished himself as the unchallenged leader of his government. 

This and the clear foreign and settlement policies which have 
been made possible by a homogeneous coalition are in bis eyes 
undoubtedly virtues which far outweigh the benefits attached to 
the widening of his government by toe inclusion of the DMC. 

Mr. Be gin's statement constitutes a clear defeat for the 
Liberal partners in the Likud bloc. It is no secret that they avid- 
ly desired the inclusion of the DMC In the government as a possi- 
ble counterweight to the overwhelming personal force of Mr. 
Begin in the government. But their will ha a been put aside. It Is 
indicative of the balance of forces within the Likud that these 
political decisions are being taken in the absence of Finance 
Minister Ehrlich, the Liberals’ leader, whose subordinate posi- 
: tion to Mr. Begin in the government and in the party has thus ' 
been established. 

In his statement Mr. Begin as much as admitted that toe 
chances of making good on his promise to the Aguda to amend , 
the Law of Return to provide solely for halachlc conversion as a 
condition for the recognition of an immigrant’s Jewish identity, 
are slim Indeed. In this connection he spoke of the possibility of 
the Aguda withdrawing support from his government, depriving 
it of Its formal majority. 

But the Prime Minister need not he unduly worried over such 
a possibility and, indeed, he did not sound worried. The solid 
coalition support of 58 votes can easily be rounded out to the 
number required to outvote an opposition motion of no con- 
fidence by the addition of Fl&tto-Sharon'a vote and one or two 
defectors from Labour and the DMC. And then, of course, there 
is always — paradoxically — the Aguda, which could in a . vote 
prevent the government's fall. 

Nonetheless, Mr. Begln’s talk of going to the. voters again 
before the completion of toe present Knesset’s full term of office 
should not be treated as an empty threat. Despite his undoubted 
ability to continue to rule, the fact is that Mr. Begln’s own power 
base is extremely thin. The Likud has only 45 seats and Mr. 

Be gin ’a own party, Herut, has only 11. 

The possibility of using his majority in the Knesset to call for 
earlier elections is thus always tempting for Mr. Begin whose 
position in his own party and in the Likud is immeasurably 
stronger today than it was when its present Knesset list was. 
chosen. 

Moreover, Mr. Begin senses that he is riding on the crest of a 
wave of popularity. It is of course difficult to predict how long 
this crest will last and whether this popularity will not vanish 
when the going gets tough in our external relations and when the 
public discovers that the Likud has changed little In the 
domestic field. 

The most that can be said now is that no matter how poorly the 
Begin government performs it nevertheless stands a good 
chance of improving its showing in the next elections if the 
Labour Alignment does not snap out of Its mesmerized state and 
the DMC does not begin functioning as a true opposition party 
with an eye to the next elections. 

Mr. Begin 's statement should thus be taken to heart primarily 
by the leaders of these opposition parties. The message he has 
imparted to them is that they would be foolish to bank on having 
another four years to prepare for an attempt to unseat the 
LOcud-NRF government.

Happy end after bureaucratic b

Ignoring 1 the importance of roots has 
brought us tragedies in the past, says 
ALLEN E. (AVRAHAM) SHAPIRO; 


but a simplistic preoccupation with 
them may be the source of new 
tragedies in the future. 


TH EODO R HjSRZL once wrote Jp. 
‘bis diary that tf be ever got control of 
* JeruaaJemTthe first thing he would 
do would he to clean it up. Some peo- 
ple thought that this was the mean- 
ing of the recent elections. For them, 
the pardoning of Yehoshua Bemdon 
must seem an odd way to begin. 

The spiritual renewal associated 
with the High Holidays la dominated 
this year by the decision to free the 
biggest convicted bank-robber in the 
history of the Middle East. The 
nation’s leaders have not provided 
us for the holidays with the beat tonic 
for our spirits that money could buy. 

Politicians seem to treat bankers 
as a special breed. Socialists hold 
financial m agnation an awe that is 
bard to square w.Ji the ideology. 
Statesmen on the political Right 
mingle respect with a certain stand- 
offishness, which was the way De 
Gaulle, for example, related to Pom- 
'pidou. 

Perhaps the best is the silent treat- 
ment, which characterized 
Bismarck's relationship with his 
Jewish hanker, Gerson von 
, Bleichroeder. Almost completely Ig- 
nored in Bismarck's memoirs, 
Bleichroeder symbolized, in the opi- 
nion of Columbia University 
historian Fritz Stern, everything 
that had been left out of German 
history. Yehoshua Bension sym- 
bolizes everything that should have 
been left out of ours. 

The Bension incident has put In toe 
shadow the Ught cast by Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer on the 
government's intentions in the area - 
of spiritual awakening. Opening the 
new school year, he put the emphasis 
on a renewed search for roots. This 
is the theme that sums up the 
. cultural probings of the new coali- 
tion and affects the content and style 
of many of its policies and practices. 

For some. It sums 19 the per- 
sonality at toe Prime' Minister as 
well, and not just for Israelis. “New 
iYork Times'* correspondent 
'Seymour Krim, for example, 
predicted before Mr. Begin's 


American visit that some American 
Jews "will undergo reconversion, 
feel that Men ahem is in holy touch 
with roots they've .let wither out of 
ignorance or double-martini 
worldliness." 

The holy touch was Just not there 
in Begin's defence of toe Bension 
pardon. Neither was r more mun- 
dane finger on the pulse. 

WERE IT NOT for the drama and 
controversy of toe Bension coming- 
out, toe visit in Israel of Alex Haley, 
the author of Soots, might ' have 
proved the central event in the pre- 
holiday spiritual awakening. It is too 
bad that Israeli TV could not have 
arranged to televise the fUxn series 
based on Ms book that electrified 
Americans last winter to coincide 
with his visit. Instead, we are 
.treated to The Moneychangers. 

Haley concluded ids' search for 

roots in west Africa, from which his 
ancestors had been sold into slavery, 
transported to a land they had never 
chosen. He came to Israel as guest of 
the Foreign Ministry out of a long- 
standing interest in our parallel 
search. 

Actually, he had been preceded in 
a sense- by an American MIT 
political scientist who had made a 
similar tie-up about twenty years 
ago. 

Observing the efforts of some 
* American blacks to settle in Liberia, 
as a black nationalist solution to the 
plight of their people, he was struck 
by the fact that these Americans 
remained marginal to the local 
scene. Searching roots, a reintegra- 
tion with their past, they remained 
American negroes in Liberia. 

Coming to Israel, he observed a 
wimfiM- phenomenon with regard to 

American olim. Motivated -by a 
desire to return to their sources, to 
live a Jewish way of life, they seem- 
ed to remain on toe fringes of Israeli 
society, with a strong American 
identity in their own eyes and in toe- 
eyes of others. 

Roots, then, tend to -get tangled. 


'Ignoring their importance has 
brought us tragedies in tha past.

[WHILE WE NEEp roots, we need 
I wings as well. The spiritual awaken- 
ing no western immigrant — or any 
other Israeli, tor that matter — 
needs is the sort of total kUta that is 
equated with absorption Into a 
blotter-like society. When some 
Israelis speak of absorption, they 
- seem to mean conformism. This is. 

. not the way to spiritual awakening 
but to spiritual extinction. 

Meanwhile, spiritual awakening 
remains an annual military opera- 
tion, presided over by toe army rab- 
binate. 

This year, as for many years past, 
Israeli youtb conscripted for 
military service have been ordered 
to attend special lectures of toe 
army chaplains devoted to the 
. holidays' and - the return to-. our 
: national roots: Prof. Amnon Rubin 
; stein has suggested that the general 
staff' order on which this flagrant 
practice of religions compulsion is 
based is lacking in legality. 

Whatever the short-term advan- 
tages, reinforcing religious with 
military authority la bound to prove , 
counter-productive in the long run. 
Not only the actively anti-religious 
will resent making our national 
heritage a monopoly of the clerical 
bureaucracy. Secular, non- 
observant youth, probably a major!- , 
ty, are liable to have their own sense 
of national Identification weakened ! 
by its being linked authoritatively to 
religious belief and practice. 

If soldiers can be ordered to listen 
to' a sermoh by a rabbi In uniform, 
presumably- students in the.' state' 
educational system can be required 
to as. well. Then our spiritual 
awakening could be made part of 
the state-required curriculum; as- 
Zevulun Hammer would seem to in- 
tend, with toe Chief Rabbinate In 
charge of putting the message 
across. 


A way for law-breakers 
to re-enter society 


Taking issue with the advocates of 
judicial leniency in criminal cases, 
MOSHE KOHN suggests the gradual 
replacement of the existing penal 


system with a network of institutions 
that will allow a convict to restore 
himself to society and to make due 
restitution to his victims as well. 


JUSTICE Haim Cohn, all agree, la a 
Jurist of world stature- He -haa; es- 
pecially made a name formmaelf aa 
champion of human rights 
everywhere. 

He is also a staunch opponent of. 
Israel's Halacha-bssed laws per- 
taining to personal status and of our 
entire complex of religious laws and 
toe powers they vest in the rab- 
binical courts. 

A scion of a long line of distinguish- 
ed German Orthodox rabbis and 
scholars, and also a one-time 
yeahiva. student Mxnself, Justice 
Cohn often spices Ms remarks with 
quotations from the Talmud and 
other Jewish primary sources. 
Sometimes he does this to support 
his contentions abouf the evils of 
Halacha and some of its spokesmen; 
sometimes he quotes passages In- 
dicating that 'Halacha Itself permits 
greater leniency than many of its., 
practitioners are often prepared to 
exercise; and sometimes his 
quotations are Intended to make 
"Jewish" paints about matters In 
general. 

Sometimes, however, perbaps 
because he is speaking extem- 
poraneously and has not had time to 
check the source,. he quotes half- 
texts: combines parts of different 
texts so that they appear as one text: 
and wrongly attributes quotations. 

A FEW -DAYS ago, Justice Cohn 
again quoted — or rather misquoted 
— from the Talmud. Speaking at an 
assembly marking the third-anniver- 
sary of the death of toe Jerusalem 
author, Yehuda Ha'ezrahi, he 
delivered a counterattack against 
those who have been criticizing our 
courts for the "excessive leniency” 
of the sentences they pass on con- 
victed criminals. The press quoted 
him as saying that according to the 
Talmud (Bava Metzla 30b) 
"Jerusalem was destroyed because 
the city’s Judges judged harshly In- 
stead of magnanimously.” 

This is not only a " mistranslation" 
of that passage, which, admittedly, 
is slightly cryptic- Justice Cohn's 
paraphrase Is also clearly a mis- 
construction of the passage's intent. 

According to the whole context of ! 
Talmudic opinion in the matter (see 
also Bava Metzla 88a and b, for ex- 
ample, one of many relevant dis- 
cussions in the Talmud) , the' passage 
unquestionably means: "Jerusalem 
was destroyed only because litigants 
insisted on taking all their disputes 
to court and on the strict letter of the 
law instead of trying to settle 
matters out of court, by com- 
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promise, or allowing the judges to 
prqpotw; compromise settlements." 

: Be that- as it xnay.ri submit that 
• Justice Cohn and. the other ad- 
vocates of judicial leniency in cases 
of crimes against persons, and also 
of certain crimes against property, 
have gone too far in their pleas for 
"understanding" and lenient treat- 
ment of toe offenders. . .. 

' "“Rape, violent robbery, destruction 
of properly, and various forms of 
larceny, embezzlement and fraud, 
and toe lenient treatment of toe 
offenders, have gone so far, In Israel 
and in most of toe democratic world, 
that it is high time to reassert that 
the first purpose of the penal code Is 
to protect society, to enable decent 
people to live all aspects of their 
lives .without fear. There are 
relatively .few cases today in which 
what la involved is people stealing a 
loaf of bread or a few pounds in order 
to feed and clothe their starving, 
naked families; people raping in ac- 
cordance with certain time- 
honoured tribal marriage laws; or 
people killing in accordance with 
sacred codes of honour and revenge 
or' In fits of justified passion. 

As an antidote, I do not propose 
that we reinstitute toe death penalty. 

I do not even propose the blanket 
toughening of the present penal 
system by extending the limit of the 
sentences that may be imposed for . 
various offences, and making the im- 
position of maximal sentences man- 
datory. 

In fact, what I propose is the 
gradual- abolition of the present 
penal system, under which younger 
or less-experienced offenders are in- 
troduced to more sophisticated 
forms of crime and in general 
destroyed by veteran criminals and 
perverts with whom they are im- 
■ prisoned. 

IF THE JUDGES find that offenders 
require and can be helped by psy- 
chological and/or pastoral treat 1 
ment, let them send them to decent 
institutions where they will receive 
such treatment from sympathetic 
full-time professionals instead of 
committing them to the hands of im - 
• tutored and uninterested, often even 
sadistically hostile jailers. 

Certain offenders should be sent to 
work camps where they will not only 
receive, any necessary professional 
pastoral-psychological treatment, 
but will also perform constructive 
tasks — in crafts or professions they 
already know or in those that will be 1 
taught them. j 

For this work they will be paid ac- 
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cording to toe wage Males prevail- 
. fng’in the. general society., either^, (a 
cash, or 1% .credit vouchers^ From 
their earnings they will pay their due 
taxes, and will pay for their "room 
and board," clothing, and a certain 
modicum of - "luxury" items, and 
even for their medical and psy- 
chological treatment and whatever 
education and training they receive. 

The primary purpose of this, 
however, will be to enable them to 
earn money to make due restitution 
— where material restitution is call- 
. ed for and possible — to their victims 
or to toe state', and to enable them, 
when they are released from these 
camps, to resume their lives with 
their previous skills up to par or with 
their newly learned skills. 

Of course, this will have to he done 
judiciously and in stages, so that 
hardened or otherwise "difficult" 
criminals now In prison aren’t 
suddenly let loose bn society. There 
are more than enough of them at 
large anyway. But even' the 
marimom-security prisons should 
be radically though gradually 
overhauled till they become In- 
stitutions approximating as closely 
, as possible the above -described 
work camps.. 

Meanwhile, Justice Cohn and the 
other ardent advocates of leniency 
would do well ta remember another 
Talmudic principle (Midrash 
TchiUlm 7, and Yalkut Shimon! on I 
Samuel 15:34) : “Those who are mer- 
ciful to the cruel end up being cruel 
to the innooent.”

himself entered, a psychiatric - 
hospital voluntarily for preventive 
care until the crisis passed. I repeat 1 
— preventive, voluntary care — for a 
mere three weeks. Afterward! my 
bush and returned to work and . 
remained in Israel for nine mare' 
months. Meanwhile; hfa former wife - 
was spirited away by her family and 
to this day la under psychiatric treat- 
ment In toe British Isles. 

A year before all this happened,
